France 
(1204) 
an 
economy 
wave 
spread throughout the country. 
This 
movement was largely influenced by 
the extravagance of the hlgherups as 
well as the mounting costs of living, 
which seemed to embarrass the poor 
folk iii these days as much as it does 
at the present time. 
In order to curb this extravagance 
a statute was passed during Philip’s 
reign which prohibited common citi­ 
zens from wearing furs, precious stones 
or gold. 
This privilege was bestowed 
only upon those who could afford it, 
such as dukes, counts and barons, 
whose annual income amounted 
to 
6,(HM) livres a year. At the same time, 
ladies of this rank were restricted to 
one single gown each year. 
Knights Whose incomes exceeded 
3,000 livres per annum were permit­ 
ted to have more than two suits each 
year either by gift or purchase, 
lf 
his income was less than this he would 
he compelled to 
appear before the 
magistrate and explain his extrava­ 
gance.

Jefferson City, May 24.—During 
1920 $37,628.37 was 
paid 
out to 
widowed mothers, under the 
mo­ 
thers’ pension lawr, according to 
a 
report of the state board of chari­ 
ties and corrections. 
Eighty-seven 
countries of the state gave 
this 
aid according to the report. 
Four hundred 
and 
forty-seven 
families, with 1,652 children 
were 
paid an average of $84.18 per fam­ 
ily and $22.77 per child. 
Jackson county headed the list 
of counties in this w*ork, giving aid 
to seventy-seven families with 288 
children. 
The total sum expended 
in Jackson county w*as $12,180 
or 
an average of $158.18 
per 
family 
and an average of $42.19 per child. 
A state-wide lawr was passed 
in 
1917 which 
provided 
allowances 
for w*idow*ed mothers in every coun 
tv of the state except Jackson and 
the city of 
St. 
Louis. 
Jackson 
county was excluded from the pro­ 
visions of the law* passed in 1917 
because of a similiar one which 
was passed for that county in 1911. 
Under the provisions of the law 
needy mothers are granted, 
upon 
application, a monthly 
allowance. 
For a mother wiih one 
child 
$16 
monthly is granted and $8 month­ 
ly for each additional child. 
The 
allowance for 
any 
one 
family, 
however, is limited to $40 monthly. 
Allowances are not made for child­ 
ren more than sixteen years old. 
Missouri has the 
most 
liberal 
mothers’ pension laws in the Uni­ 
ted States, according to the 
state 
board of charities and corrections. 
Thirty-eight other states have such 
laws.

Turks have never been able to 
manufacture fezes that compared 
in price or quality w'ith those man­

abroad,

Atlanta, Ga.. May 24.—Speaking 
Leie today at exercises to commo- 
rate the thirty-second anniversary 
01 •he death ot Henry 
VV. 
Grady, 
southern political leader and found­ 
er ot 
The 
Atlanta 
Constitution. 
John H. Atwood, jurist of 
Kansas 
City, Mo., voiced a plea for a more 
intensive Americanism and said it 
might yet come to pass 
that 
the 
south would show' the 
north 
“the 
way back to sanity 
and 
safety” 
and how “to buttress 
anewr 
the 
loundations of the nation.” 
Mr. Atwood predicated his asser­ 
tion 
upon 
a 
declaration 
that 
st range doctrines are abroad in the 
land—doctrines that originated 
in 
Russia and find eager students 
in 
this and other countries; doctrines, 
he said, of a school teaching that 
“we can have government without 
authority, production without sup­ 
ervision; a state without morality; 
manhood without honor.” 
“Against 
this 
social 
plague 
America is the shield, 
if 
shield 
there be. “he went on.” 
In Amer­ 
ica we must look to the most Amer­ 
ican part for 
leadership 
in 
the 
matter and that part of America is , 
the south, where the language 
of 
the fathers of the republic is still 
spoken in its 
purity, 
unburdened 
by the super-gutterals of Northern 
Europe or the mutiple 
vowels of 
the 
Mediterranean,

(he state as tax on private cars o;>- 
eiating in Missouri, has accumulat­ 
ed in i Im* state treasury, unexpend­ 
ed. 
Now this money will bo divid­ 
ed up among the counties for roads 
iindei the provisions of tin* private 
ear tax law, enacted by the slate 
legislature in 19i»7. 
The fifty-first 
general assembly passed a law au­ 
thorizing ihe state auditor to pay 
the unextended money to the coun­ 
ties under the provisions 
ol 
the 
private car tax act. 
I he money which has been coin 
ing into the stat a* t r e a s u r y for 
tin* 
past fourteen years, since the law 
was passed now amounts to $118,- 
739.45. 
Under tin* provisions of that law, 
all private cars, such as stock cars, 
lurniture cars, Iruit cars, refrigera­ 
tor cars, meat cars, oil 
and 
tank 
cars are required to pay a tax fix­ 
ed by the state hoard of equaliza­ 
tion. The money collected, the law 
stipulates, is to be divided among 
the counties and the city 
of 
St. 
Louis using as a basis for the divi­ 
sion, Hie number oi school child­ 
ren in the county or the city of St. 
Louis. 
The counties then are re­ 
quired to divide the money a1 lott- 
caI lo I he county, among the town 
ships and the city of 
St. 
Louis, 
among its wards, tin* 
basis 
being 
the number o f’school children enu­ 
merated in the townships or Wards. 
'file money “shall he used exclu­ 
sively by tin* road commissioners 
of the various townships and 
the 
proper officers of the city of 
St. 
Louis for the const ruction or 
re­ 
pairing of gravel or macadamized 
public roads or streets, 
‘‘the 
law 
reads, “ Provided that in counties 
where gravel or stone is not to be 
had, roads may be constructed with 
such other material as can be ob­ 
tained for such purposes." 
The bill passed by the 1921 legis­ 
lature, authorizing payment of th** 
money 
stipulated 
the 
amount 
which each county and the city of 
St. Louis is to receive, on the basis 
of the number ot school children. 
The city of St. Louis will receive 
$25,982.39; Jackson county $17,544.- 
34; Jasper county $3,533.36; Living­ 
ston county $769.76:
